To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  lay  before  you  my  Keport  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Condition  of  your  District 
for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1939. 

The  Report  is  an  “Ordinary  Report”  drawn  up  on  the  lines  suggested  in  the  Ministry 
of  Health  Circular  1961  and,  in  accordance  with  the  economy  cuts  recommended  by  the 
Central  Authority  and  local  Councils  repetition  is  avoided  by  reference  to  information  given 
in  the  “Survey  Report”  of  1930.  Further  details  of  work  done  are  restricted  to  facts  essential 
to  the  maintenance  of  the  continuity  of  records  kept  for  the  past  fifty-nine  years. 

Infectious  Disease  has  not  been  a  prominent  feature,  apart  from  Measles  and  Whooping 
Cough,  which  are  now  temporarily  notifiable. 

Vital  Statistics  showed  Birth-rate  12-5,  Death-rate  13-48,  Infant  Mortality  35.

(a)  Births. 

The  Births  registered  as  occurring  in  or  belonging  to  the  District  were  280.

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Birth-rate  on  an  estimated  population  of  22,340  is  equivalent  to  12-5  per  1,000,  com¬ 
pared  with  11*6,  12-2  and  12-2  in  the  previous  three  years,  with  12-8  for  the  Craven  Com¬ 
bined  District  and  with  15-0  for  England  and  Wales. 

(b)  Deaths. 

The  Deaths,  after  correction  by  the  inward  transfer  of  residents  dying  outside  the 
district  and  the  outward  transfer  of  non-residents  dying  inside  the  district,  numbered  144 
males  and  164  females,  a  total  of  308. 

The  Death-rate  is  13-4,  compared  with  12-8,  17-5  and  14*7  in  the  previous  three  years, 
with  13-2  for  the  Craven  Combined  Districts  and  with  12-1  for  England  and  Wales. 

(c)  Infant  Mortality. 

The  infant  deaths  as  corrected  by  the  Registrar- General  were  6  males  and  4  females. 
The  infant  mortality  was  thus  35  per  1,000  children  born,  compared  wuth  55,  29  and  43 
in  the  previous  three  years,  with  32  for  the  Craven  District  and  with  50  for  England  and 
Wales. 

Infant  Mortality  among  Legitimate  Births,  28  ;  among  Illegitimate,  71. 

(d)  Still  Births. 

The  Still  Births  registered  were  17.  The  percentage  of  Still  Births  to  Total  Births 
(alive  and  still-born)* is  5-7,  compared  with  4-6  for  Craven  Urban  and  4-4  for  Craven  Rural. 

(e)  Maternal  Mortality. 

Number  of  maternal  deaths  from  puerperal  causes,  1. 

Mortality  rate  per  1,000  live  births,  3-5  ;  compared  with  2-5  for  Craven  Combined 
District  and  2-8  for  England  and  Wales. 

ZYMOTIC  DEATHS. 

The  seven  principal  Zymotic  diseases,  namely.  Smallpox,  Measles,  Whooping  Cough, 
Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Typhoid  Fever  and  Diarrhoea,  were  responsible  for  0  deaths. 

Zymotic  death-rate  :  -00,  compared  with  -1,  -0  and  -3  in  the  previous  three  years, 
and  with  '03  in  the  Craven  Combined  Districts.

B.— GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  DISTRICT. 

l._PUBLIC  HEALTH  OFFICEES. 

M.O.H. — William  Scatterty,  M.A.,  M.D.,  C.M.,  D.P.H.

There  has  been  no  development  or  change  in  the  Services  provided  by  the  Council 
during  the  past  year.  Details  of  these  were  given  in  1931,  1933  and  1938  reports,  as  well 
as  of  those  established  and  supervised  by  the  West  Eiding  County  Council. 

C.— SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

1.— WATEE  SUPPLIES. 

In  this  large  District  of  over  222  square  miles,  in  47  parishes,  varied  conditions  exist, 
conditions  too  diverse  to  be  dealt  with  in  an  ordinary  Annual  Eeport. 

(a)  In  the  larger  townships  the  water  undertaking  is  owned  and  controlled  by  20 
District  Councils,  e.g.,  Appletreewick,  etc.,  by  Skipton  E.D.C.,  Addingham, 
Burnsall,  by  Bradford  Corporation  ;  Calton,  by  Settle  E.D.C. 

(b)  A  few  of  the  more  populous  areas  are  supplied  by  10  private  water  companies, 
e.g.,  Cononley,  Crossbills,  Carleton,  etc. 

(c)  In  some  14  cases  proprietors  have  piped  supplies  into  the  houses  of  their  tenants, 
e.g.,  Halton  East,  Martons  Both,  Threshfield. 

(d)  In  other  areas  supplies  are  derived  from  surface  wells  and  streams  often  liable  to 
surface  pollution. 

Shallow  wells,  dipping  troughs  and  streams  should  always  be  regarded  with  suspicion. 
In  areas  where  the  population  is  only  one  or  two  persons  per  100  acres  the  presence  of  bacillus 
coli  in  the  water  is  very  probably  due  to  animal  pollution  (cows,  sheep,  moor  fowl,  etc.),  but 
in  the  more  populous  areas  the  presence  of  such  germs  should  always  be  considered  dangerous. 
They  may,  of  course,  be  of  animal  origin,  and  seagulls  are  now  suspected  to  be  possible  carriers 
of  infective  germs,  but  contamination  from  human  sources  is  more  likely  and  the  danger 
therefore  greater. 

Of  18  samples  sent  to  the  W.E.C.C.  for  bacteriological  examination,  13  were  satis¬ 
factory,  3  doubtful  and  2  unsatisfactory,  according  to  the  standard  recommended  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 

Of  7  samples  taken  by  your  officials,  6  were  satisfactory  and  1  unsatisfactory,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  same  standard. 

On  the  other  hand,  in  every  instance  the  chemical  analyses  were  -satisfactory.  Where 
bacteriological  examination  showed  the  presence  of  foecal  organisms  (bacillus  coli)  the  water 
was  reported  unsatisfactory.  It  does  not  follow  that  the  sample  was  unfit  for  human  con¬ 
sumption,  but  it  does  suggest  that  investigation  and  supervision  are  necessary. 

Without  going  into  full  detail,  it  may  be  noted  that  the  supplies  for  townships  such  as 
Glusburn,  Cowling,  Kildwick,  Grassington,  were  more  satisfactory  than  those  for  outlying 
places  like  Buckden,  Kettlewell  and  Draughton. 

The  following  notes,  kindly  supplied  by  your  Engineer,  Mr.  Eodwell,  summarise  the 
year’s  activities  : — 

Cononley  Water. — The  new  pump  and  reservoir  were  brought  into  use  in  April. 
The  reservoir  is  covered  and  has  a  capacity  of  76,300  gallons.  The  water  from  the  borehole 
Vs  pumped  through  320  yards  of  3-inch  rising  main  to  the  reservoir,  which  is  106  feet  higher 
than  the  borehole.  The  pump  is  driven  direct  by  a  5  h.p.  electric  motor  and  is  capable  of 
lifting  2,000  gallons  per  hour.  A  float  at  the  reservoir  operates  the  switch  in  the  pump-house, 
starting  the  pump  when  the  water  level  in  the  reservoir  lowers  to  a  pre-arranged  level  and 
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cutting  off  when  the  reservoir  is  about  filled  ;  a  time  switch  has  also  been  fitted  so  as  to 
pump  as  far  as  possible  during  the  night,  taking  advantage  of  the  lower  tariff  for  night  con¬ 
sumption.  Messrs.  E.  Harrison  &  Son  were  the  contractors  for  the  reservoir  and  mains. 
The  Mirlees  pump  and  motor  were  supplied  and  fixed  by  Messrs.  Horace  Green  &  Co.,  the 
total  cost  being  £1,966.  Complaints  have  been  received  of  the  water  being  hard,  and 
estimates  have  been  obtained  for  the  installation  of  a  softening  plant. 

Gargrave  Water. — The  construction  of  the  covered  reservoir  was  commenced  in 
April,  1939,  the  excavation,  which  was  principally  shale,  being  done  with  a  mechanical 
digger.  Concreting  was  begun  in  August  and  fairly  good  progress  was  made  until  (owing  to 
the  war)  difficulty  was  experienced  in  obtaining  cement,  and  the  work  was  held  up  until 
supplies  were  available.  Unfortunately,  the  Autumn  rains  came  along  and  made  the  ground 
very  soft  and  retarded  progress.  The  rubber-tyred  dumpers,  whilst  able  to  travel  over  the 
fields  up  to  the  reservoir  in  dry  weather,  soon  sank  into  deep  ruts  and  were  unable  to  proceed. 
The  concrete  floor,  and  outer  walls  and  pillars,  are  completed,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  reser¬ 
voir  will  be  ready  early  in  the  Summer. 

Sutton  Water. — An  electrically-driven  Duplex  Ram  Pump  has  been  fixed  at  the 
well  referred  to  in  my  last  report  ;  this  was  completed  in  October  and  brought  into  use  for 
short  periods  during  November.  The  pumps  and  5  h.p.  motor  have  been  supplied  by  Messrs. 
Horace  Green  &  Co.  It  is  capable  of  pumping  2,400  gallons  of  water  per  hour  against 
a  head  of  230  feet.  160  yards  of  3-inch  mains  have  been  laid  from  the  pump  and  connected 
to  the  old  mains  in  Holme  Lane.  The  old  mains  are  somewhat  corroded  at  this  point,  and 
it  has  been  decided  to  extend  the  new  mains  and  connect  to  one  of  a  larger  diameter.  Mr. 
S.  Clough  relinquished  his  post  as  water  manager  in  June,  and  Mr.  F.  Spencer  has  been 
appointed  as  his  successor. 

Steeton  Water. — A  further  extension  of  70  yards  of  3-inch  main  has  been  laid  to 
supply  new  houses  erected  on  the  Summerhill  Estate,  the  cost  being  defrayed  by  the  builder, 
the  Rural  Council  agreeing  to  repay  him  £1  16s.  for  each  new  house  built  and  water  laid 
on  up  to  the  maximum  of  16  houses. 

Linton  Water. — During  the  year  1,586,500  gallons  of  water  were  drawn  from  the 
Threshfield  supply.  The  National  Camp  Corporation  decided  to  construct  a  camp  near  the 
Burnsall-Linton  Road  and  asked  the  Rural  District  Council  to  supply  water,  their  require¬ 
ments  being  estimated  at  4,000  gallons  per  day.  The  Corporation  defrayed  the  cost  of  the 
necssary  main  extension,  which  consists  of  440  yards  of  2-inch  Everite  pipes  and  the  work  was 
completed  in  August.  An  overhead  steel  plate  tank  25  feet  above  ground  level  has  been 
erected  (this  has  a  capacity  of  5,000  gallons)  which  will  fill  up  during  the  night. 

Calton  Water. — The  supply  is  from  Airton,  in  the  Settle  Rural  District,  and  during 
the  year  458,000  gallons  have  been  registered  as  having  passed  thro.ugh  the  meter. 

Thornton  Water. — Mr.  A.  Armstrong  has  been  appointed  Water  Manager  to  succeed 
the  late  Mr.  F.  Brown,  who  had  held  the  position  since  the  Rural  Council  took  over  the  works. 

Buckden  Water. — Mr.  Crompton,  the  owner  of  Buckden  Estate,  intimated  his 
intention  of  improving  the  water  supply  to  the  village,  and  in  August  a  committee  from 
the  Rural  Council  met  Mr.  Crompton  at  Buckden  and  discussed  the  proposed  scheme.  Mr. 
Crompton  was  anxious  to  do  the  work  before  Winter,  but  having  to  be  away  from  Buckden 
after  the  war  broke  out,  the  work  has  not  been  proceeded  with. 

Grassington  Water. — For  some  years  the  supply  has  often  been  inadequate  to  meet 
the  requirements  during  summer  months.  This  last  year,  with  the  extra  number  of  soldiers 
there,  the  position  got  very  acute  and,  in  conjunction  with  the  Military  Authorities,  the 
Water  Company  arranged  for  Messrs.  John  Blake  Ltd.  to  instal  a  hydraulic  ram  at  Brow 
Well.  This  was  fixed  about  November,  the  rising  main  being  connected  direct  into  the 
Grassington  mains  in  Hebden  Road. 

2.— SEWERAGE,  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

Crosshills  Sanitary  Conveniences. — These,  described  in  my  last  report,  were 
completed  in  July  and  have  supplied  a  long-felt  want. 

Addingham  Sanitary  Conveniences. — Alternative  sites  were  suggested  by  the 
Parish  Council  and  a  sub-committee  appointed  to  inspect  the  site  and  report. 
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Cowling  Sewerage. — Plans  were  finally  approved  in  March  and  it  was  decided  to 
make  application  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  sanction  to  borrow  £1,320  for  carrying  out  the 
scheme.  The  Ministry  enquired  whether  any  endeavours  had  been  made  to  obtain  contri¬ 
butions  from  the  benefitting  landowners.  The  owners  concerned  were  communicated  with 
but  no  promise  was  forthcoming.  In  December  a  letter  was  received  from  the  Ministry  stating 
a  local  Inquiry  would  be  held  at  an  early  date. 

Glusburn  Sewerage. — 207  yards  of  9-inch  sewer,  with  four  manholes,  costing 
£118  15s.  3d.,  have  been  constructed  to  drain  new  houses  near  Glusburn  Old  Hall.  The  cost 
was  defrayed  by  the  builder,  the  Rural  Council  agreeing  to  repay  him  £5  18s.  9d.  for  each 
house  completed  and  connected  to  the  sewer,  up  to  a  maximum  of  20  houses. 

Embsay  Drainage. — The  scheme  referred  to  in  my  last  report,  to  deal  with  the  flood¬ 
ing  of  Brackenley  Ijane  area,  was  submitted  to  the  County  Council,  who,  after  an  inspection, 
decided  not  to  accept  liability,  and  it  was  resolved  to  refer  the  matter  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health  (Sec.  29  L.G.  Act,  1949),  for  adjudication. 

Bradley  Sewerage. — The  6-inch  sewer  has  been  extended  to  Skipton  Road,  a  dis¬ 
tance  of  197  yards,  with  five  manholes,  at  a  cost  of  £106  3s.  3d.,  to  serve  new  houses  near 
the  School,  the  builders  defraying  the  cost  and  the  Rural  District  Council  agreeing  to  repay 
them  £6  12s.  8d.  per  house  (up  to  a  maximum  of  16  houses)  for  each  house  completed  and 
connected  to  the  sewer.  The  County  Council  also  have  made  a  contribution  of  £30,  the 
new  line  of  sewer  passing  through  their  ground,  thus  enabling  the  School  sanitary  con¬ 
veniences  to  be  put  on  the  water  carriage  system  and  connected  to  the  sewer. 

Addingham  Sewerage. — A  mobile  petrol  engine  has  been  purchased  to  operate  the 
Blackstone  Pump  for  emptying  the  humus  tanks.  This  engine  is  also  fitted  with  a  suitable 
arrangement  for  running  the  auxiliary  chain  pump  for  lifting  the  sludge  from  the  settling 
tanks. 

Linton  Sewerage. — As  intimated  in  my  last  report,  it  was  found  necessary  to  lay  a 
further  length  of  sub-soil  sewer  in  Church  Road  at  a  cost  of  £68  10s. 

Linton  Camp. — The  drainage  of  the  camp  was  at  first  arranged  to  be  conveyed  to  a  site 
near  the  river  where  disposal  works  were  to  be  constructed.  The  Rivers  Board,  however, 
suggested  that  the  sewage  should  be  taken  to  the  Grassington  Disposal  Works,  and  the 
Corporation  agreed  to  the  suggestion  and  270  yards  of  6-inch  steel  pipes  have  been  laid 
from  the  outfall  manhole,  through  private  land,  and  under  the  River  Wharfe  to  Grassington 
Works. 

Additional  works  will  be  required  at  Grassington,  and  the  Camps  Corporation  have 
paid  the  Council  £300  towards  the  cost  of  the  proposed  works. 

Gargrave  Sewerage. — Consideration  has  been  given  to  the  report  re  the  increased 
flow  of  trade  effluent  from  Airebank  Mills,  and  after  interviews  with  the  representatives  of  the 
firm,  it  was  agreed  to  accept  the  sum  of  £80  as  their  contribution  for  the  year  ending  April, 
1939.  The  Rivers  Board  complain  of  the  bad  effluent  and  recommend  additional  tanks 
should  be  provided,  and  the  Surveyor  has  been  instructed  to  prepare  a  scheme  as  suggested 
by  the  Rivers  Board. 

Burnsall  Sewerage. — As  mentioned  in  my  last  report,  negotiations  were  opened  with 
Mr.  Dawson  for  acquiring  land  for  Disposal  Works,  but  he  was  not  in  favour  of  the  site 
selected  and  suggested  that  the  Council  should  try  to  acquire  land  further  down  the  valley. 

Steeton  Sewerage. — An  agreement  has  been  made  for  the  admission  of  trade  effluent 
from  Woodlands  Mill,  Steeton. 

Thornton  Burial  Ground. — Notification  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  was  received 
in  April  intimating  their  formal  approval  of  an  area  of  land  adjoining  the  existing  Church¬ 
yard  at  Thornton. 

Addingham  Housing. — A  plot  of  land  (1,325  yards  in  extent)  near  Plum  Tree  Hill  has 
been  acquired  for  the  erection  of  houses  at  Addingham. 

Building  By-laws. — The  new  By-laws  were  approved  by  the  Ministry  on  November 
13th,  and  copies  are  now  printed  and  available.” 
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3.— CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION,  SCAVENGING,  AND  REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 

(a)  Closet  Accommodation. 

In  villages,  or  wherever  water  and  sewer  are  available,  water  carriage  is  slowly  super¬ 
seding  other  less  hygienic  methods  of  excrement  disposal.  In  Crosshills,  Glusburn,  Adding- 
ham,  Gargrave,  Embsay,  Cononley,  etc.,  the  slop-water  closet  has  been  largely  adopted,  and 
though  inferior  to  fresh  water  carriage,  the  system  seems  to  work  satisfactorily.  In  the  more 
rural  areas  the  midden  privy,  or  privy  with  moveable  receptacle,  is  still  in  use. 

The  following  facts,  supplied  by  Mr.  A3rrton,  give  particulars  of  the  work  done  in 
connection  with  closet  alterations  and  scavening  during  the  year  : —

(c)  ADULTERATION— FOOD  AND  DRUGS. 

Sampling  of  milk  and  action  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  are  undertaken  by  the 
West  Riding  County  Authority,  who  reports  on  the  administration  of  the  Act. 

F.— PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

(a)  NON-NOTIFIABLE  DISEASE. 

Except  for  Measles  and  Chicken  Pox,  there  was  no  serious  invasion  of  schools  during 
1939.  The  following  notifications  sent  by  the  Education  Committee  show  what  schools 
were  most  seriously  affected  : — 

Chicken  Pox  :  Cowling  26,  Lothersdale  20  ;  also  Cononley,  Eastburn  and  Salterforth. 

Measles  :  Addingham  45,  Sutton  43,  Kildwick  18,  Beamsley  16,  Glusburn  14,  Cracoe  12. 

(b)  NOTIFIABLE  DISEASE. 

The  wave  of  Scarlet  Fever,  which  produced  91  cases  in  1934,  50  in  1935,  32  in  1936, 
11  in  1937  and  20  in  1938,  rose  to  31  in  1939.  Similarly,  the  incidence  of  Diphtheria  varied 
from  12  cases  in  1934,  13  in  1935,  4  in  1936,  5  in  1937  and  47  in  1938  to  14  in  1939. 

In  November,  Measles  became  notifiable  and  33  cases  were  notified  in  Steeton  and  Sutton, 
53  in  Kildwick,  and  81  in  Addingham.  Similarly,  8  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  were  notified.

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(c)  TUBERCULOSIS. 

In  accordance  with  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1912,  a  register  of 
cases  is  kept,  the  patients’  homes  are  visited,  and  advice  given  as  to  the  precautions  to  be 
adopted  in  regard  to  ventilation,  sleeping  accommodation,  indiscriminate  spitting,  cleanli¬ 
ness,  and,  above  all,  to  the  risk  of  infection  from  dried  sputum.  Disinfection  of  infected 
rooms  is  carried  out  on  removal  or  death,  and  on  the  return  of  patients  from  sanatorium 
or  hospital,  the  house  is  again  visited  to  see  that  so  far  as  possible  treatment  is  continued  at 
home. 

No  action  was  found  necessary  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis) 
Regulations,  1925,  relating  to  tuberculous  employees  in  the  milk  trade,  nor  under  the  P.H. 
Act,  1925,  Sec.  62,  which  empowers  certain  cases  of  Tuberculosis  to  be  compulsorily  removed 
to  Hospital.

Microscopic  and  Bacteriological  Examination  of  Specimens. 

Advantage  was  taken  of  the  facilities  for  special  examination  of  specimens  provided 
by  the  W.R.  County  Laboratory,  Wakefield;  22  specimens  of  sputum,  43  diphtheria  swabs, 
and  11  miscellaneous  being  examined.  In  addition,  6  milks  were  examined  for  tubercle 
bacilli  and  5  for  bacterial  content,  18  waters  for  bacteriological  examination,  and  4  mis¬ 
cellaneous — a  total  of  109. 

(d)  PREVENTION  OF  BLINDNESS  (P.H.  Act,  1936,  Section  176). 

Apart  from  provision  liy  the  County  Council  of  hospital  treatment  for  Ophthalmia 
Neonatorum,  welfare  centres,  school  clinics  and  the  systemic  examination  of  school-children, 
no  action  has  been  taken  by  the  Council.

EVACUEES  :  SCHOOL  CHILDREN,  CRIPPLES,  BLIND. 

In  addition  to  making  provision  for  the  reception  of  schoolchildren,  extraordinary 
difficulties  had  to  be  overcome  when,  with  little  or  no  warning,  67  blind  persons  and  a  large 
contingent  of  crippled  children  arrived  at  the  reception  station. 
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Attempts  to  lodge  some  30  blind  persons  in  Kettlewell  failed  because  the  medical 
attendant  said  the  hostel  was  unsuitable.  They  had  been  on  the  road  since  9  a.m.  and  it 
was  then  6  p.m.  Against  protest,  21  were  housed  in  Newfield  Hall ;  the  remainder  were 
taken  in  by  Lady  Wilson,  of  Eshton  Hall.  By  this  time  the  condition  of  many  was  pitiable. 
Two  (aged  87  and  89)  seemed  to  be  dying  and  had  to  be  given  brandy.  Four  over  80  years  of 
age  had  to  be  carried  upstairs  to  bed.  Many  had  not  crossed  their  doorstep  for  years. 

Fortunately,  the  crippled  cases  could  be  housed  in  a  school  in  Earby  temporarily,  but 
the  evacuation  of  abnormal  cases,  such  as  blind  and  crippled  persons,  should  not  take  place 
without  satisfactory  provision  having  been  made  before  hand. 

I  would  here  beg  to  express  my  indebtedness  to  Mr.  Ayrton,  Sanitary  Inspector,  for 
his  valuable  assistance  in  carrying  on  the  sanitary  administration  of  the  District,  and  to 
Mr.  Kodwell,  Surveyor,  and  Mr.  Ayrton  for  sui^plying  me  with  many  details  of  work  done 
in  connection  with  their  departments. 


In  conclusion,  I  venture  to  suggest  the  following  matters  for  your  serious  consideration  : 

Improved  water  supply  and  sewerage  of  Draughton. 

Improved  water  supply  for  Glusburn. 

Improvements  in  cowsheds  and  methods  of  milk  production. 

Further  housing  reform,  and  extension  and  protection  of  water  supplies.
